H.8., Yarmouth.—We presume your receipt has now reached you, and that it 
must have crossed your second letter. 
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Cuorat Societies and Vocal Unions appear to be the order of 
the day, and we are pleased to find that serious attention is now 
likely to be paid to a branch of musical practice that has been 
hitherto grossly neglected. 

When we consider that, at a time when music is cultivated by 
every one who has aptitude for its study or means of obtaining 
instruction, there is only one choral body in London at all fit 
to be heard by harmoniously-appreciative ears, we are inclined 
to the belief that there must be something odd about the very 
constitution of our metropolitan inhabitants, or we should have 
heard long ago of parties associating for the unfolding of the 
inexhaustible treasures of choral music. While many of our 
provincial towns boast of societies of long standing, whose mem- 
bers take great pride in attending rehearsals punctually and regu- 
larly, while two of our counties—Yorkshire and Lancashire— 
axe proverbial for fine chorus-singing, London discovers, in the 
year 1857, that “nothing has yet been attempted in the way of 
attaining, with a large mass of voices, a high degree of excellence 
and refinement, in execution,” &c., &c.; and that the time has 
arrived for the establishment of a ‘“ Vocal Association.” 

The one choral body to which we above referred, is Mr. 
Henry Leslie's Choir. This society is, we believe, limited to 
eighty voices, and the practice and performance confined to part- 
songs and madrigals without accompaniment, so that a body of 
equal excellence (for their execution is all but faultless) and in- 
creased numbers has a wide field for rehearsal and display in mo- 
tetts, cantatas, operatic choruses, &c., and such psalms and short 
sacred works as are rejected or shelved by the existing Harmonic 
Societies. 

Whether the Vocal Association, whose prospectus we published 
last week, will remove the stigma of incomplete musicality from 
the metropolis by advancing in point of numbers upon Mr, 
Leslie’s Choir, at the same time equalling that excellent union 
in efficiency, remains to be seen, or rather heard; but we must 
confess to some misgivings, and are slightly uncomfortable lest 
the expectations formed by the concoctor of the prospeetory 
pamphlet should be disappointed. We cannot be accused of 
groundiess fears, for the formation, career, and virtual dissolu- 
tion of the Harmonic Union must be fresh in the recollection of 
our readers. This society commenced with great promises: 
individual excellence was to be a guarantee for combined 
efficiency in the choral department, and the rehearsal of the 
choruses in parties of four-and-twenty was to ensure a more 
perfect ensemble than had been before attained by any choral 
body. A few enthusiastic and hurried meetings were held, and 
some gentlemen amateurs, with good voices and great sight- 
reading powers, were applied to for the purpose of raising a 
chorus; they did their best, but they could not be exp 
occupied as they were with daily avoeations—to test the capabili- 











ties of every candidate for admission, and the consequence wag 
that many entered the ranks who were totally unfitted to take 
part in the new and elaborate music which was at once put in 
rehearsal. (We speak confidently as to this, since we know of 
one bass who could not read his part in a plain psalm-tune, and 
of others whose vocal qualifications were very indifferent, and 
whose notions of sight-reading were limited to carefully fol- 
lowing their neighbours!) The chorus, therefore, of the Har- 
monic Union was not a model chorus, and when we find 
that parties connected with the formation of that society 
are engaged in organising the “ Vocal Association” on a 
remarkably similar system, we must—at the risk of being 
considered croakful — remind them of their having failed 
to carry out their former design. We do not blame the pro- 
moters and original directors of the Harmonie Union for the 
subsequent disappearance of that society, since, like sinking- 
ship-deserting rats, they forsook it after twelve months’ con- 
nexion: our remarks are confined to the composition of the 
chorus. 

The Vocal Association differs from the chorus of the Har- 
monic Union in the fact of its being self-supporting. We learn 
that there are already 200 subscribers to the association, and 
that a meeting of the members was called for the purpose of 
adopting the prospectus, and electing Mr. Benepicr as conductor. 
All this looks promising, but the question naturally arises, how 
were these members summoned? The prospectus informs us 
“that a large number of the ladies and gentlemen who assisted 
at the performance given by Mdme. Gotpscamipt at Exeter Hall 
have formed themselves into a large vocal association :” now, if 
these ladies and gentlemen were subjected, individually, to a 
test of their intonatory and sight-reading capabilities, and those 
only admitted as members whose qualifications satisfied the con, 
ductor, we may expect that their appearance in public will be a 
triumph ; but, if the fact of persons having sung at the Gorp- 
SCHMIDT concerts has been their passport to the ranks of the Vocaq 
Association—and we very much fear this has been the cage— 
the new society will not be quite worthy of this wondrous 
metropolis, and room will be left for yet another society which 
shall profit by the errors of those which have gone before, 

The name of Mr. Beneptcr as conductor is a most satisfactory 
announcement, and, whatever fault we may find with the con- 
struction of this new association, we cannot but feel gratified at 
the sign which its formation gives of the increasing desire for 
the cultivation of choral music,

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SACRED HARMONIC SOCIETY. 

Mendelssohn’s Lobgesang, and Mozart’s Requiem,—a pair of 
undoubtedly immortal works—drew an audience to Exeter Hall, 
yesterday week, that as nearly as possible filled the great concert 
room, an unmistakeable sign of increasing musical appreciative- 
ness that is highly gratifying. Zhe Requiem is Mozart’s loftiest 
and perhaps most elaborate sacred work, and the Lobgesing a 
glorious song of praise, alike brilliant, complicated, and impres- 
sive, but neither of these great works possess such strains of 
pure melody as are to be found in The Messiah and other orato- 
rios, &c., which draw unfailing crowds to Exeter Hall, and our 
recording that there was a great demand for tickets, and a great 
assembly on this occasion is tantamount to arguing that large 
audiences can now be found capable of appreciating music of 
considerable intricacy. The Sacred Harmonic Society appear to 
be convinced of this improvement on the part of the oratorio- 
attending public, and have announced Mendelssohn’s Athalie, 
and an English version (we believe) of Rossini’s Stabat Mater, 
for next Friday, while the Requiem and Lobgesang are to be re- 
peated on Monday next, in spite of a previously published deter- 
mination that the performance of yesterday week was to be the 
only one this season. 

It is, indeed, positively necessary for the credit of the society 
that works of so elaborate a nature, and so difficult of execution 
should be repeated. The performance on Friday was, on the 

art of the principals—Madame Novello, Mrs. Lockey, Mr. Sims 
ey 28, and Mr, Thomas—and the orchestra (with the exception 
of < ne occasional lagging on the part of the sixteen double 
but the chorus, how energetic soevever 
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basses) irreproachable, 
in the pieces requiring force, was as far removed from perfection 
as was undesirable. The intonation of the tenors—in both works 
—was frequently distressingly inaccurate: we firmly believe 
some of these gentlemen are bond fide basses or baritones, else 
we should not have to complain of this defect so repeatedly. 
Let us not be too hard upon the poor tenors; the ‘hidhe shits 
requires reconstruction, if the performance of grand works is to 
be uniformly good. Any conscientious critic must allow that 
yesterday week the excellence of the band and solo vocalists was 
in ps contrast with the chorus, whose wavering intonation 
and uncertainty of attack in many cases were 5 hac but 
satisfactory characteristics of their performance. We look for- 
ward to some improvement in the choral portions of these pieces 
on Monday next, and, reserving more detailed criticism for next 











week, we may inform our readers that if they can find room in 
Exeter Hall on Monday night they had better wend their wa 
thither. We never heard a finer performance of Mendelssohn's 
opening symphony, and the vocal solos and concerted music 
were beyond all praise. 








MONDAY EVENING CONCERTS. 

The seventeenth of these thoroughly popular entertainments 
was given to ‘¢the people’’ at St. Martin’s Hall on Monday 
last, and there was a very full attendance in response to an 
attractive bill of fare. The vocalists engaged were Miss Messent, 
Miss Palmer, Miss Augusta Manning, Mr. Alired Pierre, and 
Mr. Lawler. We were informed that an operatic selection would 
be given, and that Balfe’s Bohemian Girl was chosen as the 
opera to extract from, but were marvellously disappointed to find 
that the ‘‘ selection’’ consisted of three ballads and a trio from 
that well-known opera! Now, we cannot tax the programme 
framer with falsehood, since the pieces in question certainly came 
out of Zhe Bohemian Girl, but we can inform him that it is 
extreme nonsense to advertise two love-songs and a lugubrious 
ballad asa ‘‘selection’’ from an opera, an announcement which 
gives the public a notion that they are to hear something which 
will initiate them into the plot of the piece, or a series of pieces 
(air, duett, trio, chorus, &c.), which shall form an agreeable de- 
parture from the stupidly conventional style of concert pro- 
grammes in general. ‘‘ When other lips’’ was sung by Mr. 
Pierre, ‘*The Dream’’ by Miss Messent, and ‘*The Heart 
bow’d down’’ by Mr. Lawler (all being encored), and the trio, 
‘*'Thro’ the world,’’ by the same vocalists. 

Thirteen of the pieces performed at this concert were by 
British composers. There was a trio by Macfarren, ‘* Nora,” 
and the Christmas song by the same composer, published, we 
believe, in the /llustrated News. Encores were the rule rather 
than the exception. ‘The London Vocal Union, a choir of some 
thirty voices, sang several part-songs and glees moderately well. 
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CRYSTAL PALACE. 

THE directors of the Crystal Palace have made arrangements 
with Mr. Gye for a second'series of the Royal Italian Opera 
Concerts on the same extensive scale as those of the last season. 
The concerts will take place on Fridays, and will commence in 
May. These concerts, together with the great Handel Musical 
Festival, of three days’ duration, will tend to give to music an 
increased degree of prominence among the attractions of the 
Palace. 

Tue musical department of the Crystal Palace was, on Satur- 
day last, reinforced by quite an irruption of new choristers from 
various parts of the world, who, if not quite so harmonious as 
the ordinary band, or in such a perfect state of discipline, still 
left nothing to be desired in earnestness of purpose, amount of 
sound produced, or the inexhaustible spirit with which they 
kept up their concert from “morn till dewy eve.” There were 
sonorous double basses from Cochin China, sprightly little tenors 
from every other part of the world. To drop metaphor, it was 
the first day of the great Penge poultry show, and the whole 
of the long south corridor of the Crystal Palace was com- 
pletely filled with the pets of the barn door, who kept 
up what fine writers would call a “ clangour,” to which the 
discussions in the Tower of Babel must have been a mere 
Quakers’ meeting. There is a story somewhere, about a 
certain Sultan Mahmoud, who had a vizier gifted with the 
power of interpreting the language of birds, and it is re- 
corded that the Sultan derived much benefit from a dia- 
logue between two owls, freely translated to him by the 
accomplished vizier. How we wished to have that vizier by 
our side on Saturday, as we traversed the long array of neat 
pens, in which, apparently in the enjoyment of every luxury, 
were exhibited the dignified Spanish cocks; the fat, white, 
resigned, doomed Dorkings; the Leviathan, but rather gouty, 
Cochins ; the true British game birds, sober in colour, compact 
in form, and “ready for anything;’ the. delicately pen- 
cilled Hamburgs; the tight little tams; and the staid 
Polanders, with their aaibingy forensic appearance, their white 
wigs, and sombre plumage, looking as if any one of them was 
ready to accept a county court at a moment's notice. There were 
the ducks, the geese, and the Guinea fowl, from ail of which con- 
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tinuously pealed a most vociferous concert. Even without the aid 
of an interpreter, we fancied we could make out that the inhabi- 
tants of the cages marked “ first prize” maintained a decorous 
tileace, that even the “seconds” had not much to say for them- 
selves, but that from that downwards in the list the noise in- 
creased in intensity, no doubt shaping itself into complaints of the 
frightful partiality of the judges. For our own parts, we are 


. Willing to believe that those important functionaries had 


entered upon those arduous duties with a full sense of the respon- 
sibility incurred, and quite prepared to listen with indifference to 
the clamour of the disappointed candidates. And, in truth, to 
conscientious men theirs must have been anervous task, for to the 
eye of the uninitiated all looked e ually beautiful, and, what is 
better, equally eatable, and as if nothing were left to be wished 
for but the cook, the apple sauce, or the green peas, according to 
circumstances, to bring these pretty pens up to their full climax 
of practical utility. In another department the beautiful varieties

Mar.porovucns Strreuvr.—Mr. Jeffries, churchwarden of St. 
Anne’s, Soho, applied to Mr. Bingham on behalf of the respect- 
able portion of the inhabitants of Leicester-square for a warrant 
under the 25th of George II., which would empower the police 
to enter the Café Chantant, in Leicester-square, and ‘take into 
custody all persons found in the place, the Café Chantant being 
without a music or dancing license. The café, which had been 
opened by an Italian, had been refused a license by the magis- 
trates, but the proprietor persisted in evading the law, and the 
café had become a complete nuisance to the neighbourhood, not 
only on account of the loose characters who congregated there, 
but on account of the late hours at which they dispersed. The 
residents having received information that a ball was to be given 
at the café last evening (Friday), and that some subterfuge 
was to be resorted to in order to defeat the law, they had requested 
him to apply to the magistrates of that court to issue a warrant 
and to arrest some of the company, as that would have a powerful 
effect in suppressing this kind of nuisance for the future. 

Mr. Bingham was quite aware, from previous applications to 
him, that the Café Chantant was without a music license, and 
yet continued open nightly. He thought the case would be best 
met by dealing with it under the Police Act. 

Mr. Jeffries said, the vestry clerk had been consulted on the 
matter, and had, on looking into both acts, decided that the aet 
25th George II. was the most summary of the two. 

Mr. Bingham.—And the most harsh ; but, as I think the 
Police Act is of more recent date, and more applicable to modern 
morals and manners, I should recommend you to try the effeet of 
that act on the proprietor of the café. 

Mr. Jeffries thanked the magistrate and left the court.

CORK.—Mr. and Mrs. Barney Williams have been welcomed 
with much écldt in their native city of Cork as the “Trish Boy 
and Yankee Girl.” On the last evening of their performance, 
the Mayor of “the beautiful city” came upon the stage and pre- 
sented to Mr. Williams a handsome and costly silver claret jug and 
salver, with a highly laudatory inscription. The Mayor said it 
was the gift of a few friends who wished to testify their admira- 
tion of the talents Mr. Williams had displayed in his professional 
pursuit, and their gratification at the high position attained by a 
Cork man. He had himself known Power, the celebrated Irish 


comedian ; he had met him in private in London, and had seen 
him on the stage, and he had no hesitation in saying that Mr. 
Williams was not second to Power; and that in the Irish 
character he had afforded him more gratification than any man 
he had ever seen. The observations of his worship were re- 
ceived with loud applause. Mr. Williams replied briefly, but in

Amongst 
the encores of the evening were the “Illustrations du Prophéte,” 
by Liszt, most exquisitely performed by Miss Arabella Goddard ; 
“Under the greenwood tree,” chastely rendered by Mr. Sims. 
Reeves ; and the duett, “ Amor possente nuome,” the gem of the: 
evening in the vocal department, sung by Madame Clara Novello 
and Mr. Sims Reeves. Mr. Hatton officiated as conductor with 
his usual ability, and during the evening enlivened the audience 
with two of his humourous songs. 
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HULL.—Mrs. Craven gave her third subscription concert on 
Thursday evening, the Ist instant, to a crowded and very 
fashionable audience, in the Music Hall, Jarratt-street. The 
following vocalists were engaged: Miss Milner, Mrs. Craven, 
Mr. Inkersall, and Mr. Lambert; violin soloist, Mr. Cooper ; 
and Mr. Jackson, pianist. The concert went off exceedingly well, 
and all parties gave universal satisfaction. 

LEEDS.—Last week a small opera company gave performances 
at the Theatre Royal. The principal performers were Miss 
Lanza, Mr. Herberte, Mr, Young, and Mr. H. Corri. Jaritana 
and JZ Trovatore proved the most attractive operas given. 

Tue Brousit Famr.y.—Four performances have been given by 
this wonderful family in the Leeds Music Hall, under the direc- 
tion of the Recreation Society. Their exquisite playing is beyond 
all praise, and never were the words “genuine talent” more 
truthfully applied than in making use of them when speaking of 
the Brousil Family. The violin playing of Malle. Bertha 
Brousil exhibits that genius which we hope and trust will long 
continue to charm her hearers. The soprano vocalist engaged 
for the first two concerts was a Mdme. Costantini (an assumed 
name, we believe) whose singing was the subject of general 
ridicule. The foreign appellation did not—in Leeds—avail any- 
thing, and the poor attempts of Mdme. Costantini, at florid 
vocalisation produced a “titter” from all in the room. It is im- 
possible to conceive a greater failure; and yet there are found 
those (from what motive we know not), who will speak of this 
lady in the Liverpool papers as possessing “a high soprano voice 
of wonderful flexibility ; and she has learnt to use it with all the 
skill of a perfect artiste!” This puff was actually quoted in the 
programmes, which rendered Mdme. Costantini’s position the 
more ridiculous. A very different result was obtained by Miss 
Armstrong, of Manchester, who sang at the other two concerts. 
The judicious taste displayed in the singing of some simple 
ballads, combined with a sweet and pure mezzo-soprano voice 
secured for Miss Armstrong a well dese1ved, brilliant success. 
These concerts, we are sorry to add, have been very indiffer- 
ently attended. 

Mr. Spark has announced a grand concert for Monday, the 
26th instant. The vocalists engaged are Mdme. Rudersdorff, 
Mdme. Amadei, Mr. Charles Braham, and Mr. Allan Irving, 
with a band and chorus of 120 performers. Mendelssohn’s 
Lorely and Midsummer Night's Dream, and Macfarren’s May Day 
will be performed, conducted by Mr. Spark. 

LE{CESTER.—The performances at our theatre, under the 
management of Mr. G. Owen, have been continued this week with 
moderate success. On Monday was performed Two Loves and a 
Life, concluding with Guy Mannering, in which Miss E. Pyne and 
Mr. H. Manley sustained the respective parts of Julia Manner- 
ing and Henry Bertram. These artistes, who have been starring 
here for a fortnight, took their benefit on Thursday the 8th, 
when the assistance of Mr. E. Rosenthal was secured for the 
performance of Sonnambula. Mr. Rosenthal having a tall, good 
stage figure, and a powerful and extensive baritone voice of 
beautiful quality, filled the character of Count Rodolpho with 
considerable effect, and was deservedly and much applauded in 
his greatest effort, “As I view now.” Mr. Manley was well 
received in the part of Elvino, and Miss Pyne in that of Amina. 
The principal artistes were called before the curtain after the 
second and third acts. The performance concluded with The 
Quaker, in which Mr. Rosenthal displayed his versatility and 
histrionic abilities as Steady, and sang “ While the lads of the 
village” very charmingly.—(Leicester News). 

LIVERPOOL.—Jullien, elated with the success of his Christmas 
Concerts, gave a New Year’s Festival on the 5th, 6th, and 7th 
inst., the latter being merely a repetition of the former (saving 
the débit of Mr. Uroft), “My Mary Ann” Polka, &c, and 
Madame Gassier dividing the honours between them. Mr. 
(Enrico) Croft, alias (we understand) Signor Volpini, met with a 
most flattering reception at the hands of his ful Wsto waite: a 
reception sufficient to buoy him up against professional perils, 
and urge him onwards in his race. This gentleman possesses a 
fine organ, which, if cleverly and carefully handled, will, no 
doubt, one day place its owner upon the highest pinnacle of the 
temple of musical fame.

Handel’s mighty masterpiece, 
Messiah, ever possesses a charm over the music-loving 
community, and this charm acts with redoubled power 
when that masterpiece is performed as it was on this occasion, 
Themusic of the solo morceauawas entrusted to Miss Santley, Miss 
Lacy Gaskill, Mrs. Morgan, and Mr. Armstrong, all of whom 
made as much of their respective parts as we could reasonably 
expect. The chorus monopolized almost entirely the plaudits of 
the audience, and they well merited what they received. A work 
so well known as the Messiah, performed by a society of upwards 
of a quarter of a century’s standing, possessing amongst its 
members many of the best voices in the town, was a sufficient 
guarantee of its going well. From the commencement of “And 
the glory,” to the last strains of “ Amen,” all was perfection. 
The “ Dead march in Saul” was performed by the band at the 
commencement of the evening, in memory of the society’s late 
lamented conductor, Mr. George Holden.

LUTTERWORTH. — Musican Lectrures—On Wednesday and 
Thursday evenings, January the 7th and 8th, two lectures were 
delivered in the Town Hall, Lutterworth, upon the History of 
Masic, by Mr. Henry Tendall, professor of music, Totteridge Park 
School ; and as many of the inhabitants have some acquaintance 
with musical science, the attendance upon both occasions was 
numerous and highly respectable. 

It was evident from the oft-repeated and rapturous cheers 
which resounded from every part of the room, that the lectures, 
which were of a really utilitarian and attractive character, were 
fully appreciated. ; 

Tt is dueto Mr. Tendall that we should introduce him to the 
British public as a gentleman fully competent to lecture publicly 
upon music. In doing so, we feel confident, from the extent and 
variety of his musical knowledge, his mellow voice, his natural 
talent, and his becoming modesty, that all that may be expected 
from him will be realised in his lectures. 

We will not say it will be exactly in the manner which may 
be an'‘icipated, because we believe the plan pursued in his lectures 
is peculiarly original; and in our opinion, that feature in 
them is greatly to his credit. He has, we believe, been favour- 
ably situated for the acquisition of musical knowledge, by means 
not accessible to every musical student ; and he has evidently 
turned his advantage to account by having assiduously devoted 
his life to the study and cultivation of his chosen pursuit. He 
has acquainted himself with many very curious and interesting 
facts relating to the study of music in every country and in 
every period of history ; and this he seems to have done with the 
intention of rendering still more attractive, by his illustrations, 
one of the most elevating and popular sciences. . 

The lecturer accompanied all his vocal illustrations upon a 
pianoforte, and a series of beautifully executed diagrams which 
had been prepared by Mr. Tendall for illustrating the different 
musical instruments mentioned in the lectures were suspended 
near him. : 

In introducing himself, the lecturer said he was not there to 
prove what he knew, or what he could do as a musical artiste, 
but it was his special business to show what progress musical 
science had made during each succeeding era, and to illustrate 
his observations by a few of the most popular songs of the dif- 
ferent nations of the earth. z 

That he might the better show the beetty of the melodies, he 
had arranged a few of them to modern words a 3 

He then, in the first lecture, dilated upon the origin of music, 
the music and musical instruments of savage nations, and music 
in Egypt ; and described several curious Egyptian musical instru- 
ments. He next briefly noticed music in Africa, and illustrated 
Arabian music by an Arabian love song. Oriental music in 
general was next discussed, and succeeded by remarks upon the 
music, melody, and instruments of the Chinese, Hindoo music, 
and the ancient and modern music of the Turks and Greeks ; 
the illustrations being, a Chinese song, “ Chin chin jop,” @ native 
Hindostance song, several Turkish melodies, and a dervise’s dance,

&e., all of which called forth enthusiastic cheers from the audience. 
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The lecturer next described the music of several European 
nations, and gave as illustrations, a Polish song, “Say not 
Poland lives no longer,” the words of which he had arranged to 
the Polish national hymn, and a Dutch melody, “The land 
where I will die.” These were also enthusiastically cheered. 

He then dwelt upon music in England, and described the bards, 
poets, and minstrels of the Saxon period, their various instru- 
ments, the harps in Wales, music in the middle ages, songs, 
ballads, and carols in the reign of Henry VI., the decline of 
minstrelsy, and the cultivation of music in the reigns of Henry 
VIII. and Elizabeth, his illustrations being a song composed by 
Henry VIII., “ Pastime with good company;” “The Kinges hunt 
is upp” (1537). “We be three poor mariners” (1609). “ Now, 
Robin, lend to me thy bow ;” “ Wild flowers ;’ “The Carman’s 
Whistle ;” “All you that love good fellows;” “The Jovial 
Tinker ;” “The Fly and the Tankard ; “ My own Old Man,” by 
Glover ; and ‘‘ The Lass of Richmond Hill,” &c. 

In concluding, the lecturer noticed the virginals and lute, the 
enormous price and early use of lute strings, and Queen Elizabeth’s 
virginal book ; read over Dr. Byrd’s eight reasons why every one 
should learn to sing, and remarked, that though asa rule he 
did not much like comic songs, as he could never discover any 
beauty or utility in such songs as “The Ratcatcher’s Daughter,” 
“Billy Barlow ;” &c., yet he had no objection to a comic song 
when it contained a good moral sentiment, to a good melody, but 
not otherwise. He gave an Irish love song, “I’m not myself at 
all,” as an example of such as he approved ; and, being loudly 
cheered, substituted “ Father Molloy,” an Irishman’s confession, 
which was also received with enthusiastic cheers. 

He concluded his illustrations with “ Hearts of Oak,” in the 
chorus of which he requested the auditors to join him ; and after- 
wards thanked them for their patience and attention. A vote of 
thanks having been proposed and seconded, was accorded to the 
lecturer by a loud and long-continued burst of applause. 

The second lecture was received with equal evidences of satis- 
faction by the audience. It consists of further details respect- 
ing the progress and success of musical science in England, &c., 
and was illustrated by an excellent selection of songs and ballads 


of every mentionable description from many of the most popular 
authors from the reigu of Elizabeth to the present day. 

The lecturer very modestly excepted any of his own numerous 
compositions, many of which are of a very pleasing character. 


We may mention especially his Oratorio, Captivity. His 
numerous il'ustrations included several of Charles Dibdin’s 
strikingly beautiful sea songs and “ The bashful young man,”—and 
he concluded with “Rule Britannia,” in the chorus of which 
the audience joined. 

At the close a vote of thanks was proposed by Mr. Bedells (a 
gentleman present), who expressed his great gratification in a high 
a npon the lecturer's ability. He was loudly cheered. 

» Wardley warmly seconded the proposition, and said the 
lecturer was the more deserving as his very interesting lectures 
were entirely gratuitous, and he hoped to see and hear him again 
upon that platform at an early opportunity (loud and protracted 
cheers). In reply Mr. Tendall expressed a hope that his lectures 
had instructed as well as interested them, and promised to 
revisit us. Should he do so, we feel sure he will meet witha 
hearty reception. 

MANCHESTER. There has been a continuation of musical enter- 
tainments here during the last few days. Jullien has paid us 
a further visit, and has “= selections from the classical writers 
with vocal interlinin y Madame Gassier, Mr. Enrico Croft, 
and Herr Formes. The brilliant vocalization of the lady has been 
the theme of universal admiration, the German basso has also 
come in for a large share of the laurels, while the young tenor 
has been recognised as a promising addition to the ranks of 
= artists. Nature has done much for this gentleman, but 
art has yet much to do to secure for Mr. Enrico Croft the high 
position for which he would seem to be destined. “Onward !” 
must be the motto in this case. 

Tar Monday evening concerts are still well attended. Mrs. 
Sunderland made her first appearance, this season, on Monday 
last, and, of course, gratified her audience. A very interesting 
addition has just been made to these evenings, in the “ readings” 
of Mr. Walter Montgomery. The fine elocution of this gentle- 
man is abundantly capable of doing due honour to the finest 
specimens of dramatic ; and the direction of these enter- 


ts deserves decided commendation for this engagement. 





‘We cannot, however, omit to remark that we have often won- 
dered how it happens that, while a host of resident artistes— 
both vocal and otherwise—are located in Manchester, that we 
have not the pleasure of recording the débiéts of most—or at 
least some—of these very highly-qualified members of the musi- 
cal profession at these weekly gatherings. We would not wil- 
lingly charge the management with favouritism, but, in truth, 
we are compelled to admit that we are utterly at a loss to account 
for the unexplained absence of these artistes; it is the more 
remarkable since—while we most readily admit the merit of 
most of those who made their weekly bow to the assembled 
thousands—we cannot but premise that, while so much variety 
is locally available, and of a very important order of talent, it is 
difficult to dismiss from the mind the suggestion that so naturally 
arises. We do not choose to enumerate, although this might be 
done “with honourable mention,” in a close approach to some 
score of instances, seeing that these artistes are acknowledged 
publicly by the musical world out of Manchester, and privately 
hold the esteem of the residents of this mighty city. We are 
compelled to admit that there is a great difficulty in finding 
satisfactory reasons for their non-appearance at these concerts. 
For the sake of the art and its professors generally, we earnestly 
hope that the fact is merely an oversight, which it is not too 
late to remedy. r ’ 

The indefatigable Dr. Mark and his “little men” are still 
delighting the pleasure-seekers of Manchester and the neigh- 
bourhood. The “Brousil Family” are announced for an early 
appearance.” 

Seeuaar ts, 1857.—Mr. Epiror: I am but traveller to 
a “ Pot-carry’s” establishment in the city of London, therefore 
not a “musical” man professionally, though, in my own 
opinion, a rather “musical man,” amateurically, but withal I 
venture to convey to you an account of a most agreeable trip I 
had, “par hazard,” with some musical “parties” (business 
term) when I went on the 7th of January, accompanied (rather @ 
musical expression that, I think) by a lot of leeches, gallipots, 
blisters, and pills, on the South-Western Railway, which I had 
to take on that line. Well, I arrived at the Waterloo station, 
and was put into a first-class carriage, along with another party 
(I can’t forget the term, it is so expressive, comprehending an, 
number, big or little, singular or plural, of inhabitants of this 
terrestrial globe), consisting, I soon found _out—for I am rathera 
sharp fellow (another musical term)—of Madame Newton Frod- 
sham (but why Madame ?), Messrs. Weiss, Grattan Cooke, and 
Card, and they were certainly the most agreeable “‘ party” Fever 
had the pleasure of meeting. I enjoyed the society of jolly and 
gentlemanly Weiss, pretty and smiling Frodsham, sage Car ) and 
entertaining (I had almost said witty) Grattan. In this ay . 
(confound the word, it will intrude itself!) poor “ Pill Garlic’ 
found himself—though excessively delighted—quite at a non plus. 
I really cannot remember the excellent things that were said ; 
however, in the course of some of the best (for me), I found out 
that my friends were bound for Salisbury ; that they consisted of 
one treble voice, one bass ditto, one flute, and one oboe, and that 
the rest of the orchestra and vocalists were packed up in the 
second-class carriage, with the exception of a bass trombone 
that I heard was travelling in the cattle-train for fear of acci- 
dents! * ** * Old Card said he knew my father forty years 
ago (by the way, he said the same thing to overs bony > owing to 
which fact, I believe, he opened his heart and_his een gave 
me a ticket, and finally I resolved to go to Mr. Richardson’s 
concerts at Salisbury. I will now tell you what I heard. 
The concert took place at the Assembly Rooms—there were two 
concerts—one in the morning consisting of the oratorio of The 
Creation : the other in the evening, comprising a most excellent 
miscellaneous selection, The concerts reflect great credit on the 
good taste of Mr. Richardson for so successfully catering for the 
amusement, both intellectually and jollily, of his numerous 
friends, The rooms, though full and hig ly respectable as to 
attendance—indeed all the first-rate people in the county were 
there—were not crowded. The oratorio went off excessively well, 
indeed I recollect never to have heard a better provincial per- 
formance of that noble composition. How could it be otherwise 
with such men in the orchestra as H. Blagrove (leader), Winter- 
bottom (double bass), Pettit (violoncello), Card (flute), Williams 
(clarionet), Grattan Cooke (oboe), H (trombone), ‘besides 
other talent: belonging to the good town of “ Old Sarum. 
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After the morning performance, we had a charming dinner at 
the White Hart Hotel—I know none better ; caterer Lockey, who 
knows what good things are ; then came clean shirts, ditto faces, 
white waistcoats, and polished boots, and off for the miscella- 


neous concert. I arrived there at the commencement, and heard 
the beautiful sinfonia (No. 1), of Mozart performed to perfection 
by the band. Mrs. Frodsham sang extremely well, and was 
encored more than once during the evening ; but more particu. 
larly must I mention the exquisite rendering of Mozart’s “O 
dolee concento,” which was most gracefully and elegantly accom- 
panied by Mr. Card on one of his patent flutes—the effect was 
electrical, and a rapturous encore followed. Mr. Card is, we 
understand, a native of Salisbury, and right glad was every body 
to see and greet him. Mr. Pettit (a good violoncello), was en- 
cored in a solo. Perhaps the greatest treat was Grattan Cooke’s 
solo, or pot-pourri, wherein was comprised exquisite tone, 
refined taste, and brilliant execution. The command he has over 
this difficult instrument is marvellous. All the singers thoroughly 
deserved the applause and encores which they received. 

Mr. Richardson’s conducting was most effective, and impressed 
the band with a high idea of his talent as a provincial professor. 
I really was delighted with it all—returning to the hotel I had 
supper, pitch-forked scowls* and mushrooms, seven dozen oysters, 
and a glass of punch. Went to bed, packed up (in the morning) 
my leeches, gallipots, blisters, and pills, wished good-bye to my 
friends, and was off by train to attend to my business, 

SETTLE.—The Choral Society gave their Christmas concert on 
the evening of the 28th ultimo, in the Music Hall. The prin- 
cipal vocalists were Miss Milner, Mrs. Sanderson, and Mr. Lam- 
bert (principal bass from York Minster); violin soloist, Mr. 
Cooper, leader of the London Sacred Harmonic Society, &c. 
Part I. consisted of the first part of Handel’s Messiah. Miss 
Milner was in splendid voice and sang well, especially in “ Rejoice 
greatly,” which she gave with much vigour. Mrs. Sanderson 
pleased in ‘‘O Thou that tellest.” The two ladies gave Glover's 
lively duett, “We come from fairy bowers,” in the second part 
with much taste, and Miss Milner received a hearty encore in 
Balfe’s “ I’m a merry Zingara.” Mr. Lambert, who possesses a 
fine and powerful voice, was very successful in the recitative and 
air, “Thus saith the Lord,” and “Behold darkness.” He also 
gave “The Wanderer,” by Schubert, in the second part. He 
was much applauded. Mr. Cooper’s “Fantasia on Caledonian 
melodies,” was loudly encored. There was a very good audience, 
notwithstanding the inclemency of the weather, and the concert, 
the best given in Settle for some time, went off altogether with 
much éclat. Mr. Barnett was the conductor, and accompanied 
the songs in the second part. 

SHREWSBURY. —PERFORMANLE ON THE Music Hatt Orcan.— 
This noble instrument has undergone a cleaning and renovating, 
which has to a great extent restored it to its pristine excellence. 
On Saturday week Mr. George E. Hay gave a select performance 
on this magnificent organ in order to test the great improvement 
which has latety been made in it. The following programme

CATHEDRAL Cuants by Sir R. Bisnop. (Andrews.) 
We are not informed at what age Sir Henry Bishop wrote 
these chants, and we are inclined to imagine that he committed 
them to paper before he had had many years of experience. 
They are entitled “Cathedral Chants,” yet they are here set to, 
words—“ Venite,” “Cantate,” Magnificat,” ‘‘ Nunc Dimittis,’ 
and “Deus Misereatur’—for which chants are never used in 
cathedrals, those portions of the liturgy being sung to whatis 
termed a “service,” while the chants are in twe or three instances 
singularly inappropriate, being in the minor mode when the words 
are jubilant, an error of great gravity. We like the first and 
second chants : in the remainder the composer has sacrificed the 
harmony of the chant and the character of the music for the 
sake of some peculiar intervals in the melody. Many who love 
Bishop’s secular music will buy these chants out of curiosity no 
doubt. 


La Narang, Morceaux de Salon pour le piano. Par James M.

For pianoforte students who wish to acquire sinistro-manual 
dexterity “La Naiade” is admirably adapted. A graceful 
melody is carried on with the right hand, while the left is em- 
ployed throughout in showering arpeggios over it. We have 
heard Wehli (whose sinister hand is amazingly dexterous) play, 
and are aware that his perfect command over the pianoforte, 
might almost tempt him to write excessive difficulties, but “ La 
Naiade” is not a piece of affectation; it is a good left-hand

There is much speculation among the 
mujiks as to his real character and functions, but the most pre- 
vailing impression is that he is the chief of all ths foreign am- 
bassadors, and that, with a fastidious refinement of hauteur, he 
prefers walking on the ground—that none of the carriages are 
grand enough for his notions of personal dignity. 
IupRoveMENT Iv MusicaL Taste.—The “ classical” style, as 
it is ealled, is gaining ground daily in all kinds of music. We 
no longer at concerts hear those lengthy airs con variazton?, nor 
those tremendous fantasias, wherein one poor little tune used to 
be dragged in like a prisoner, guarded by a detachment of fierce 
chords, and was straightway subjected to all possible twistings, 
jerkings, and other tortures, till he died at the end of the piece 
with a bang and a erash, and a fine ¢remo/o on the key-note. 
Difficulty is no lon the only or predominant feature of. all 
performances. The greatest pianists of Europe count it enough 
to fill their ambition if they can worthily interpret sonatas of 
Beethoven, concertos of Mendelssohn or Weber, which, ia point 
of mere manual dexterity, may be mastered in one quarter of the 
time necessary to spend on the laborious brilliancy of the old 
school.—National Magazine. 
Enoiisn Sones AnD BaLLaps.—England has some fine sayings 
about songs and ballads. The old Chevy-chase rhyme, morever,is a 
national memory. Whatever may have been said in reproach or 
ridicule of us as a. musical people, still, this is to all intents a oo 
loving land ; and yet, with this prevalent taste, or rather, wit 
this old-rooted cordial feeling for song, and with a magnificent 
literature wonderfully rich in its varieties of excellence, England, 
it is very true, is singularly “ barren of song writers.” With 
the absurd inappropriateness that sometimes characterises estab- 
lished phrases of the proverbial kind, we are apt to remark of 
anything very common that it “may be had for an old song,”— 
an old song being the choicest rarity in the language. Most of 
our poets have been full of the matter whereof songs are made ; 
but few of them have tried to make a song, and fewer still have 
succeeded. We have a profusion of short pieces, beautiful ex- 
ceedingly, but not exactly in the song shape. We have scores of 
delicate little poems: but, however these might be married to 
immortal airs, few of them could be brought “ to sing well.” If 
it be at all an objection to a drama that it is under every combi- 
nation of circumstances unactable, it is a greater fault in a song 
that it cannot be sung with the sweetest and fullest of its effect. 
Tus 100ru Psatm.—A few days since, in Lincoln Cathedral 
library, a psalter, printed in 1546, was discovered, containing 
the music of the Old Hundredth, exactly as it is now sung.— 
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Musical Publications.
